The ordinance will go before the Council in 
a report from the Council Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements, the committee having 
had the measure under consideration for 
several days past. 

It is to de hoped that the City Council will 
see its way clear to passage of the Lake 
Fund ordinance. The plan of relief for the 
unemployed workmen of St. Louls proposed 
by the operation of the Lake Employ- 
ment Fund is the only practical pian 
that has been brought forward during the 
present emergeney. The people of St. Louis 
who are supporting the Fund by their sub- 
scriptions want to see the Lake Fund ordin- 
ance passed. The 5,268 unemployed workmen 
of st. Louis who have registered at the Post- 
DISPATCH Office their applications for work 
on the proposed lake in Forest Park want to 
see the Lake Fund ordinance passed. 

There is not the slightest doubt now about 
the successful practical operation of the 
Lake Employment Fund, All that is needed 
is the consent of the city, by the passage of 
the Lake Fund ordinance, for the proposed 
work to begin in Forest Park. 

10-day the Lake Employment Fund stands 
assured of reaching a financial magnitude 
far surpassing: all expectations at 
its opening. It stands assured of 
a popular support which would carry iton- 
w ard to a success far beyond the brightest 
hopes entertained at the outset. 

The Fund plan has been indorsed by the 
clergy of St. Louis in every way possible to 
that thoughtful and influential class.

The relief of the unemployed workmen of. 
St. Louis is assured beyond all question if au- 
thority forthe Forest Park lake work be 
granted. 

The Lake Employment Fund stands splen- 
didly equipped to carry out its proposed plan 
of relief of the unemployed and the beautify- 
ing of Forest Park. 

The carrying-out of that plan now depends 
altogether on the action of the City Council. 
The Lake Fund ordinance must be passed be- 
fore work can be begun on the Forest Park 
Lake.

Behind closed doors the Council Committee 
on Public Improvements yesterday consid- 
ered the Forest Park Lake Improvement 
bill and adjourned to moet again this after- 
noon. 93

To overcome this an or@inatice was drawn 
up by City Counselor W. C. Marshall Making 
the money immediately available for dis- 
bursement by the Fund Committee on the 
certification of the Superintendent of the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

Not until the city officers certify tothe City 
Register that $25,000 in ‘money has been 
expended as provided is the Lin- 
dell company released from its 
obligation. The ordinance drawn 
by Mr. Marshall was accepted by the counsel 
for the Lindell as legal and covering every 
phase ofthe case. Several attempts to prove 
the illegality of the ordinance have failed.

The Sugar Fight Continued—Hawaii in 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—At the open- 
ing of the session of the House this morning, 
on motion of Mr. Wise, the President's veto 
of the New York and New Jersey bridge bill 
was referred to the Committee on Inter-State 
and Foreign Commerce. 

A few minutes later when the House went 
into*committee of the whole to resume the 
consideration of the tariff bill, Mr. 
Oates of Alabama called attention to 


the pecaliar complication that had aris- 
en, Owing to the failure of the committee 
yesterday to complete the consideration of 
the sugar schedule. It came over as unfin- 
ished business, while by special arrangement 
made last Saturday, to-day was set aside 
for the consideration of the coal and iron ore 
schedule. 

Some discussion followed as to the par 
Hamentary status, and it was finally deciaed 
by unanimous consent to go ahead with the 
vote onthe sugar schedule, and after that 
was disposed of to take up coal and iron. 

The pending question was tite Robertson 
amendment imposing a duty on raw sugar 
and increasing the duty on refined sugar, as 
amended dy Mr. Warner, placing both raw 
and refined sugar on the free list. 

The eonfusion entailed dy these two tncon- 

ruous amendments had first to be —— 

ned out. 

Mr. Dingler claimed that the Warner 
amendment was utterly inconsistent with 
the Robertson amendment and should. de 
considered asa substitate. 

Mr. Robertson took issue with him, main- 
tatnin that the effect of Mr. Warner’s

AGENCY OF ST.LOUIS. 


The Brigands Are the Men Who Held Up 
and Plundered a Pacific Train at Semi- 
nole, I. T., on Dee. be Dead 
Leader Dynamite Jack,“ — Incidents 
ot the Encounter. 


Vinrra, I. T., Jan. 23.—Word was received 
here to-day of a bloody duel between de- 
tectives and the men who robbed the train at 
Seminole Station, I. T., on Dec, 24. 

The detectives came out unharmed, One 
robberis dead, another wounded’ and the 
third captured. 

The two were the last ot the gang of seven 
des peradoes who held up the Pacific Express, 
cleaned out the express car and relieved the 
passengers at Seminole. 

The two detectives were from Thiel’s 
Agency and they were accompan ted by Post- 
Office Inspector Hawk. They have been on 
the trail of the bandits for two weeks. 

They left here a few days ago and struck 
the trail ot the men some miles south. De- 
tails are meager, buta dispatch received from 
Inspector Hawk says a bloody duel ensued 
which resulted ia the killing of Dru 
amite Jack,“ the leader of this 
gang, and the wounding of 
one of his companfons.. The other sur- 
rendered when all hope of escape was 
gone. Hawk says they will 
at once for this place with their prisoners 
bound for Fort Smith. 

Ot the seven men implicated in the daring 
and successful robbery at Seminole, all are 
now behind the bars except the leader, *‘Dy- 
namite Jack, who is dead, The men 
made a big haulas they looted the express 
car and went through the  passen- 
gers. The Thiel agency was put on 
the case and brought in two 
of the robbers named Straddler and Smith, 
a few days after the raid. One 
of these was used to turu up the rest of 
the gang. Two weeks ago two of their com- 

panions were caught near here but the 
leader ‘‘Dynamite Jack’’ and two com- 
panions narrowly escaped. These 
are the men the detectives ran down to-day. 
It is probable that a great part of the booty 
will be returned.

City of Trinidad, Colo., Put Up for 
an Improvement Never Made- 


The papers in the case ofthecity of Trin!- 
dad, Colo., against the Milwaukee and Trini- 
dad Smelting and Refining Co. were filed in 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
to-day, The case was tried at Pueblo, Colo., 
and the complainant’s bill was dismissed by 
the Federal Circuit Judge. From this de- 
cision the city of Trinidad took an appeal. 


The complainant alleged that in July, 1889, 
citizens of Trinidad falsely represented to 
the Oity Council that the public welfare de- 
manded that the bos Animas River, fowing 
through the town, should be made straight. 
The Mayor appointed E. B. Sopris, Joe San- 
and & H. Saffa of the 
and Lonny Horn, John 
Barney Levy, M. McKenzie 
and A. Mausbach, citizens, a committee to 
contract for the expenditure of $17,500 for the 
improvement ofthe river. The contract was 
allotted to D. L. Taylor, D. A. Chappell ° 
L. South, Lonny Horn, John Conkil ana John 
Grass, and they were given warrants for the 
amount, which they sold, and with 
the proceeds purchased certain mining 
property that ultimately fell into 
the hands of the defendant, The complaint 
alleged that no work had ever been done on 
the Las Animas River, and that the whole 
scheme was a fraud. The city, therefore, 
asked that a lien of $17,500 be placed on the 
property purchased with the proceeds of the 
warrants.

A PRACTICAL OPINION. 


Two ex-Presidents of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvéments, Messrs. Flad and Bur- 


net, are on reoord in favor-ef a municipal 
subway. They pronounced * the only 


safe and practical solution of the question 
of putting the wires under ground. 

Mr. Burnet. clearly and fopcibly pre- 
sented the practical side of the question in 
yesterday’s Post-DIsPATCH, and showed 
the feasibility a subway built 
by the city ‘or under muniei- 
pak control for all electric wires. 
Mr. Burnet affirms that asubway can be 
built very cheaply. He estimates the ex- 
treme cost for a completed subway of suf- 
ficient size and with ample provision for 
wires of all kinds at $50,000a mile. This 
is about one-eighth of the cost of the 
Mill Creek sewer. The subway can be 


of 


constructed gradually as the city’s growth 


demands, and thus the burden of building 
it will scarcely be felt. 

On the subject of the desirability of the 
municipal subway Mr. Burnet expresses 
a decided opinion. He declares that by a 
municipal subway alone can monopoly be 
prevented and that the interests of both 
the people and the companies will best be 
subserved by this plan. 

This opinion is generally indorsed by all 
disinterested citizens who have given the 
subject intelligent consideration. It is 
agreed that it is necessary to prevent mo- 
nopoly and will be profitable to the city. It 
is feasible and can be constructed without 
serious burden to tax-payers, perhaps with 
no burden on the public revenues if the 
proper plan is devised, as the subway can 
be made to pay for itself. 

The first point to be settled is that the 
wires shall go under ground only in a sub- 
way built or controlled by the city,’ No 
private franchise must be granted. The 
next is the practical plan by which a 
municipal subway can be built. With 
cheapness, feasibility and good profits in 
the investment assured. the authorities 
should find no insuperable difficulty in 
solving this problem.

The New York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children is. prosecuting a 
theatrical manager for employing a boy 15 
years old to walk across the stage dressed 
in the uniform of a drum major. 

This awful cruelty shocks the well fed 
members of the society and they propose 
to punish the guilty man. There must be 
something radically wrong in the moral 
instincts of people who will make a boy 
strut about the stage dressed as a drum 
major, True, the boy gets his bread and 
butter and some spending money, and in 
the present condition of the labor market 
he might get neither if he had not chanced 
upon the drum major act. But that 
isnot pertinent, What thesé gentlemen 
insist upon is that itis cruel to compel a 
boy to act upon the stage in the character 
ofadrum major. The alternative to such 
cruelty may be the greater hardship of 
starvation, but for that nobody in partic- 
ular is responsible. The Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children cannot 
prosecute an abstraction or ciroumstances, 
and it therefore satisfies its era vings for 


better. The frying-pan is cruelly hot, 
therefore the childrrn must be got out of 


it. It is ofno consequence if they drop 
into the fire. 


The trouble with philanthropists of this 
sortis that they strain at too many gnats 
and swallow too many camels, It 1s not 
easy to see how the performance of light 
minor parts is necessarily hurtful or pain- 
ful, Children are employed in many other 
ways fully as cruel, Poverty drives them

He 
has gone further and contended in his offictal 
report that Congress hasno constitutional 
power to enact any law to forbid these con- 
spiracies of monopoly.

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- JUDGE PECKHAK. 


Sketch of the Lawyer Nominated for 
Member of the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON,D.C., Jan. 23.—Judge Whegler 
H. Peckham, who was yesterday nominated 
for associate Justice of the Supreme Court by 
President Claveland, is one of the ablest 
lawyers practicing atthe New York bar. He 
is a man of varied talents and asa politician 
is ranked among the shrewdest. He has deen 


a warm personal friend of President Cleve- 
land for fifteen years and enjoys ins con- 
dence. Mr. Peckham comes from a famous 
family of lawyers. His father, Rufus W. eck 
ham, was District Attorney at Albany in 1838, 
and afterward became one of the justices of 
the Supreme Court. While quite a young 
man, Wheeler H. Peckham emigrated from 
Albany to the Northwest, where he attained 
a lucrative practice and high reputation as 
a lawyer. He finally selected New York 
City as his home and moved here 
in 1867, founding the law firm of 
Miller & Peckham, which afterward de- 
came Miller, Peckham & Dixon. After 
his arrival in the city Mr. Peckham took an 
active interest in politics as a Democrat, He 
was an intimate friend of the late Samuel J. 
Tilden, Mr. Peckham was actively concerned 
m the prosecution of the Tweed ring. He 
appeared personally in both the civil and 
criminal prosecutions against the Tweed 
ring and was successively appointed Special 
Deputy Attorney-General y Atty.-Gens. 
Barlow and Fairchild, and Special Deputy 
District Attorney of New York County by 
District Attorney Phelps. 

Mr. Peckham was until 189 a memder of 
Tammany Hall. After that time he was an 
Independent Democrat. On Nov. 30, 1883, 
Mr. Peckham was appointed District At- 
torney of New York County ty Grover Cleve- 
land, succeeding the late John McKeen, who 
died in office. On Dec. 11, 18%, however, Mr. 
Peckham was forced to resign the office by 
continued ill-health. Until ten years ago 
Mr. Peckham devoted himself his 
extensive law practice, but - 
tered politics as an opponent 
the Hill element in the Democratic party and 
was thechief engineer of the Grace move- 
ment against Hil! in 1885, 1888 and each year 
since. He was a leading anti-snapper in 1892, 
and has consistently oppose the Hill De- 
mocracy inthe State and Tammeny Hall in 
city politics for many years. e was a mover 
in the People's Municipal League, and one of 
the leaders in the movement against Judge 
Maynard last fall. 

Mr. Peckham is about 88 years old. He is 
of medium build, has iron gray hair and 
iron-gray sidewhiskers as sdf as his own 


temperament.

Cer- 
tainly this opinion prevailed as to the simple 
question of assailing the authority of the 
Secretary to issue bonds under the act of 
1875 to replenish the gold reserve. 

Asto whether the money thus obtained 
could be used for other purposes than re- 
demption of greenbacks was admitted to be 
an undecided question. As the Secretary has 
so-called gold reserve to the 
extent of $380,000,00 and as no one has 
sought by legal methods to question 
its action, it seems to the Treasury 
officials that this matter need give him no 
concern, It is held by some Treasury officials 
that there now exists no gola reserve, the 
fand that originally made it up having been 
more than exhausted by the redemption of 
United States and Treasury notes. 

An officer of the department [in speaking to 
a reporter regarding the proposed action of 
the Knights of Labor, pointed out the ser!- 
ous effects upon the Government business 
that would result it such proceedings should 
attain standing in the courts.

Last January & political crime was committed, not 
ainst the legitimate sovereign of 
but also against the Whole 
Hawalian nation, a nation who for the past sixty 
years had enjoyed free and happy constitutional 
self-government. This wasdone ty a coup de main 
of United States Minister Stevensin collusion with 
acabal of conspiraters, maialy faithiess sons of 
missionaries and local politicians angered by con- 
tinuous political defeat, who, asa revenge for be- 
ing a hopeless minority inthe country, resolved to 
rule or ruin’’ through foreign help. 
Commenting on the landing of the United 
States troops, the memorial continues: 


The Queen and her Goverament, realizing the 
situation, but unwilling to mae war with the 
United States ferces and to occasion useless blood 
shed of innocent Hawalians, yielded under protest 
to the superior force and moral power of the United 
States, and while waiting forthe resultof her ap- 
eal, with full confidence in American honor, the 
Quesa requested all her loyal subjects to remain 
absolutely quiet and passive, and to submit with 
tienee te all the lusults that have since 
een heaped both the Queen and 
the people uprising Government. 
The necessity attitude of abso- 
lute inactivity of the Ha- 
walilan peeple was further indorsed and emphasized 
by Commissioner Blount, so that the Hawalians 
have held their peace ina manner that will vinci- 
cate their character as law-abiding citizens, yet it 
e€annot and must not be construed as evidence that 
they are apathetic or indifferent or ready to se- 
quiesce in the wrong or bowto the usurpers. Had 
it not been forthe request of our sovereign there 
would doubtless have been a tremendous uprising 
throaghout the islands to crush the usurpers; but it 
would have beer a sad tale of bioed and destruction, 
which from the first it was sought to avoid if possi- 
bie.

CLEANING THE STOVE. 


The Disagreeab'e Task May Be Robbed of 
Some of Its Horrors. 


Not even the most glowing imagination 
can invest the process known as cleaning 
the stove with any grace or charm. Buta 
little care may rob it of some cf Its horrors. 

The Orst requisites aro a vary coarse, loose 
pair of gloyes, an old cap anda big apron. 
The gloves must be whole asto finger-tips, 
or the services of a manicure for two hours 


after stove-cleaning will be needed. The 
cap must thoroughly cover the hair and be 
of stout enough materiaito prevent the sift- 
ing through of dust. 

Newspapers should be arranged so that all 
the soot that falls from the flues may fall 
upon them, he soot must be drawn out 
slowly witha flue-scraper, so that & will not 
seatter in the formof dust. All parts of the 
stove which can be reached must be brushed 
with an old whisk broom, The lower oven 
should be carefully brushed out and wiped 
out with a damp cioth. The newspapers 
should then be carefully gathered up. and 
the soot deposited in the ash barrel. 

After this preliminary process the surface 
of the stove should be cleaned with an old 
knife, to remove hardened bits of dotled 
over’’ stuff, and witha damp cloth. Then 
the blacking should be evenly applied with a 
soft rag, and when al the stove has been 
smeared and the liquld is dry, a stick brush 
and a! good right arm’’ will bring the luster 
of silver to the iron. 


Lish Mops. 


Thousands of little dish mops are sold in 
Boston every day. They are cheap, 18 cents, 
and very Retptul for washing pitchors, jugs, 
vase forms and common Wares that are not 
likely to be injured under a stream of hot 
water. The mop is nothing more than a 
round stick, about the length and thickness of 
a poker, With a tuft of soft candle wick on 
one sud. Fine cling requires delicate Hand- 
ling, but pekin and queensware can be 
mapped and dried without wetting the

CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS, 


They Will Be Taken by an Unusually 
Large Number. 


An unusually large numberof applicants 
will take the civil service examinations on 
Tuesday, Feb. 6, and Wednesday, Feb. 
There are 104 persons who 
want to be clerks in the- 


service of . the Government and 
147 who are anxious to become letter car- 
riers. A larger number want to be carriers 
rather than clerks, because the carriers re- 
celve $800 a year to start with, and $1,000 
after two years’ service whereas 
the clerks begin at the bottom of the 
ladder with $400 a year.

He Had Agreed to Award the Contract 
of Building the Ling to a St. Louis 
Concern, and They Were to Furnish 
His Bond-Names of Four Big Officals 
Forged. 


A. M. Van ‘Auken, the railroad promoter, 
now badly wanted at Quincy, III., where he 
has been indicted for forgery, has also, it 
is believed, victimized. several © firms 
in this city. M. 8. Cartter 4 Co., 
the bridge buliders and contractors, confess 
to having been done out of several 
small sums of money by the 
slick individual. They, with B. F. John- 
son, the railroad builder of st. Elmo, 
III., were to have secured the contracts for 
building the road, and had promised, on re- 
ceiving the contract, to sign the $30,000 in - 
demnifying bond demanded oy the Quincy 
investors. 

Van Auken’s crime is alleged to have con- 
sisted in forging the names of M. E. Ingalls, 
president of the sig Four route, and J. D. 
Laying, Vice-President of the Board of 
Directors of that road, to an indemnifring 


bond. 

Abouta year ago Van Auken worked up 
this scheme, in which he succeeded in inter- 
esting some Quincy (Inn.) and st. Louis par- 
ties.
